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Vietminh Rejects 
French Terms 
for Armistice

GENEVA 
— The delegate of 


Communist-led Vietminh took the 
floor 
in the Indochinese 
peace 


talks today and an unofficial Com- 
munist source said he rejected the 
French terms for an armistice in 
Indochina. 


The 
Vietminh 
representative, 


Deputy Premier Pharri Van Dong, 
addressed a closed meeting of the 
nine-party 
Indochina 
conference 


shortly after the Viet Nam delega- 
tion had appealed for Quick action 
to arrange for the removal of the 
wounded from Dien Bien Phu. 


The unofficial Communistsourse 


said the Communists had decided 
the French proposal 
would 
not 


even serve as a basis for discus- 
sion. 


A short time later, an official 


French spokesman also said 
the 


Vietminh delegate opposed the ar- 
misstice plan advanced by French 
Foreign Minister Georges Bidault 
at Saturday's opening session on 
Indochina. 


Today's meeting got off with a 


wrangle as the Viet Nam delegate 
and Bidault accused Soviet For- 
eign Minis'er V. M. Molotov of 
holding bank a Viet Nam letter 
and allowing, instead, the 
Viet 


minh delegate to speak. Molotov 
is today's conference chairman.
